NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (NYT). 
—A former senior analyst for 
the CIA in Vietnam has charged 
that the agency's evacuation 
from South Vietnam in 1976 was 
“an institutiona] disgrace” that 
abandoned thousands of Viet- 
Tamese employees and collabore- 
tors and exposed them to North 
Vietnamese retaliation. 

Frank Snepp, who was the 
CIA's principal analyst of North 
Vietnamese political affairs and 
Prepared the agency's intelligence 
estimates during the final years 
cf the war, further alleges in a 
book to be published next week— 
amid close seerecy and without 
government clearance—that high- 
level officials of the CIA and 
ether government agencies later 
prevented en investigaticn of the 
evacuation. 

The central thesis of Mr. 
Snepp's 680-page book, “Decent 
Interval,” 1s that there was a 
major failure to plan for the 
evacuation and that this failure 
cccurred because US. officials— 
including then Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. Graham Mar- 
tin, the last U.S. ambassador to 
Scuth Vietnam. and Thomas 
Polgar, the last CIA station chief 
in Saigon—hed refused to heed 
intelligence showing that the 
North Vietnamese would directly 
attack Saigon. 

A number of high-level govern- 
ment officials, in recent conver- 
sations, expressed praise for Mr. 
Snepp's qualification and repu- 
tation as an intelligence analyst, 
The New York Times was also 
able to verify independently come 
of the specific conversations and 
meetings described by Mr. Snepp. 

Asked for comment on the 
Snepp charges, a CIA official 
said that Adm. Stansfield Turner, 
the CIA director, had investi- 
gated some of the allegations 
“and asked for more.” None of 
the Snepp allegations had yet 
been verified. the CIA official 
said. 

Mr. Kissinger, speaking through 
an gide, dismissed the allegations 
as “nonsense.” 

Mr, Polgar said that, although 
he had always held Mr. Snepp 
“tn the highest regard, what he's 
giving Js the private’s view of 
the war.”

The North Vietnamese offen- 
sive, launched early in March, 
1975, routed the South Vietmam- 
ese Army in 55 days. The evacu- 
ation program climaxed with the 
alrlifting of thousands of Viet- 
Namese and Americans from the 
roof of the U.S. Embassy in 
Saigon, as the North Vietnamese 
forces were poised outside the 
city. The evacuation was sharp- 
ly eriticized at the time. 

Employees Abandoned

hind 400 members of the South 
Special Police 
Branch; 400 working members of 
the Centra] Intelligence Organi- 
zation; the CIA counterpart in 
Saigon; a large staff of CIA 
cecde clerks and computer opera- 
tors; at least 70 translators, and 
hundreds cf high-level Com- 
rounist defectors, ᾿ 

T addition, Mr. Snepp says, 
the CIA also failed to “insure 
the destruction of the personal 
files and intelligence dossiers” 
that bad been assembled with the 
aid of the South Vietnamese 
Government “and which !denti- 
fied so many" of those left be- 
hind. 

Among those thus singled out, 
he adds, were as many as 30,000 
Vietnamese who were trained by 
fhe CIA to participate in its 
Phoenix program. That much- 
criticized operation was aimed 
at Identifying and jailing or 
“neutralizing" suspected members 
cf the: National Liberation Front. 

Mr. Suepp'e book is a detailed 
account of the activities and 
oOptrations of the CIA Inside 
South Vietnam.

Chilean Regime Arrests 40 
Holding Vigil for Detainees

SANTIAGO, Nov. 18 (WP).— 
Chilean police broke up a peace- 
ful protest vigil yesterday in a 
downtown plaza by about 100 per- 
sons whe bed pinned to their 
clothes pictures of political pris- 
Oners who allegedly have disap- 
peared. Forty of the protesters 
and several bystanders, including 
8 US. journalist, were arrested, 

Yesterday's incident was believ- 
ed to have been the first street 
Protest in Chile since a violent 
coup four years ago installed an 
anti-Communist military govern- 
ment that bas banned all polifical 
parties and public demonstra- 
tions, 

The protest, in a plaza outside. 
the Chilean Forelgn Ministry, 
ended just as the new US. am- 
bassador to Chile, George Lan- 
dau, arrived for his first meet- 
ing with Foreign Minister Patri- 
cio Carvajal. Embassy sources 
Βαϊὰ Mr, Landau did not notice 
the protesters, who were being 
loaded into police vans about 60 
Yards away. 

Belatives’ Organization 

The protesters, mostly women, 
are members of the Relatives of 
Missing Detainees organization, 
formed two yeers ago to pressure 
the Chilean government to clear 
up the fate of 566 persons that 
the group claims vanished after 
arrest by Chilean security forces. 
In July, 26 members staged 5 
10 day sit-in and hunger strike 
to the Santiago headquarters of 
the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Latin America, 

The Chilean government claim- 
ed in a recent statement to the 
UN that there are no political 
Prisoners in Chile held without 
trial, In an official response: to 
UN Secretary~General Kurt 
Waldheim last month, the Chil- 
ean Foreign Ministry sald that 
the missing relatives of the 
hunger strikers were not in cus- 
tody 

Maria Barahona, who wore a 
Picture of her missing husband, 
Communist party youth leader 
dose Weibel, in yesterday's pro- 
test, sald afterward that the action 
was directed to the UN General 
Assembly rather than to attract 
the attention of the U.S. ambss- 
sador, who arrived in Santiago 
Wednesday. 

“We want the United Nations 
to ask the junta to answer with 
the truth once and for all, The 
truth for us is the answer to the 
question: Where are our relatives, 
are they dead or alive? If they 
are dead, who is responsible? If 
they are alive, show them to us," 
she sald. 


“Wall of Silence’

Pope Critical 
Of Liberals in 
Dut¢h Church 


VATICAN CITY, Nov. 18 (AP). 
—Pope Paul VI told Dutch bish- 
ops yesterday that, despite re 
peated instructions and appeals 
from the Vatican, the church in 
the Netherlands was still deviat- 
ing from established norms in 
matters of faith, morals and rites. 

The Pontiff urged the bishops 
to keep in mind “the need for 
ecclesiastic discipline” and point- 
ed to the “numerous and pain- 
fur defections by priests who have 
failed to remain loyal to their 
commitments." 

The Dutch bishops, led by 
Johannes Cardinal Willebrands, 
archbishop of Utrecht, are here 
for a periodic visit. 

It was the most critical ap- 
praisal of the Roman Catholic 
Church in a single nation that 
the Pontiff has made in 8 gerle 
of encounters with bishops from 
various countries in the last two 
years. 

The Vatican has been at odds 
with Dutch bishops for at least 
15 years. accusing them of being 
too lenient in dealing with theo- 
logians and priests who favor 
changes in the church. Points 
of confilct include birth control, 
priestly celibacy. papal author- 
ity and mass and confession. 

A “normalization” process has 
been started since Archbishop 
Willebrands was made Dutch 
Primate last year, after having 
worked at the Vatican for de- 
cades. He replaced Bernard Car- 
dina] Alfrink, who had argued for 
his country's right to experiment 
with a democratic way of direct- 
ing the church. 

He defended the famous “Dutch 
catechism" for adults and refus- 
éd to have it rewritten to conform 
to traditional teaching about the 
divine nature of Christ. the role 
of Mary in the church and other 
doctrinal aspects. The Vatican 
finally settled for a compromise, 
adding an eppendix that Usted 
how certain passages should have 
been worded. 

Pope Paul avoided identifying 
by name those he heid responsible 
for the situation in the Dutch 
church. 

_The Writings of Dutch theolo- 
glans are carefully scrutinized at 
the Vatican. The most frequent 
criticism here is that they are 
too vague on such Catholic tenets 
as the virginity of Mary. the 
resurrection of Christ and the 
Eucharist, 

Also. Dutch Catholic books ere 
held to be too liberal on such 
sexual matters as premarital rela- 
tions and homosexual acts.

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Somalia-Watching From U.S. 


Unaceustomed as they are to watching 
international drama from the sidelines, 
Americans can be pleased with their recent 
role as onlookers of events in the Horn of 
Africa. The events ere rooted in long-stand- 
ing local rivalries, but they have been 
made worse by extensive Soviet meddling 
and kept from becoming stil worse by U8. 
restraint. As a result, the United States 
may now have an opportunity to play the 
constructive role of peacenraker. 


The regional power game chiefly concerns 
Somalia and Ethicpla, which are now at war. 
For years, Ethiopla was the main bastion of 
U.S. influence In the region. This helps ex- 
plain why Somalia, with designs on some 
Ethiopian territory inhabited by Somelis, 
looked for assistance to the Soviet Union. In 
return for weapons that the West refused to 
supply, Somalia gave the Russians naval 
facilities at Berbera, on the strategic ap- 
proach route to the Red Sea. 


So it went until a tumultuous political and 
social revolution in Ethiopia dissolved these 
ties. Early this year. the United States was 
expelled by the new Ethiopians. The Somalis 
saw a chance to seize the territory they 
prized and attacked Ethiopia. And the Rus- 
sians, willing to risk antagonizing Somalia 
for the sake of gaining a larger and more 
influential ally, rushed to Ethiopia's defense. 
The breach became formal this week: 
Somalia expelled its Soviet advisers, broke 


A Way Out of 


U.S. steel manufacturers have been hurt 
by sluggish economic growth and foreign 
competition and they have not been shy 
about revealing their plight to Congress. The 
resulting pressure to limit steel imports has 
left the White House with a difficult polit- 
teal and economic problem. 

The President's advisers would like to 
avold selective import relief for industries 
with political mruscle, preferring instead to 
settle major trade controversies by diplo- 
macy abroad. But if Mr. Carter refuses steel 
the relief it seeks, for fear of exacerbating 
domestic inflation or complicating trade ne- 
gotiations, Congress may simply take the 
issue out of his hands. ‘Tough new protec- 
tionist legislation could provoke foreign re- 
tallation and end the chances of trade liber- 
alization for a decade. 

Hence the interest in a new approach sug- 
gested by the Treasury Department's An- 
thony Solomon. His plan, floated last week- 
end to test its appeal on Capitol Hill, would 
provide some import relief without raising 
steel prices dramatically and without ruf- 
fling European feelings. Those devoted to the 
cause of open world trade cannot find it 
attractive—except by comparison with the 
alternatives.

Many questions remain to be answered 
about Mr. Solomon’s proposal.

Justice Minister’s Evidence 


Is Rejected at Biko Inquest

PRETORIA, Nav. 18 (WP).— 
The presiding magistrate at the 
inquest Into the death of Steven 
Biko today rejected as evidence 
statements made by Justice Min- 
ister James Kruger on Mr, Biko's 
death because they were “hearsay 
to the third degree.” 

A few hours later, he allowed 
the counsel for the security police 
to introduce statements allegedly 
made by friends of Mr. Biko that 
implicated him in subversive ac- 
tivities. Mr. Biko'’s family lawyer 
called the statements hearsay 
evidence because the alleged au- 
thors are in police detention and 
cannot appear in court to verify 
them. 


The two decisions mean that 
the inquest will not be enlarged 
to investigate the initia! cover-up 
af Mr. Biko’s death by police. The 
police have implied that Mr. Biko 
died as the result of a hunger 
strike.

Let me give you an example.
